Colonel 1. M. Lane died at IiIm Ikiiik: 
In East Second street this iiioruluK 
hout 10 o'clock after an illness of lit- 
tle more than a wi'ok of piiiniinouia. 

This announcement brlun.i uricf to 
hundreds not only In .Maysvllle and 
Mason county but all over Northeast- 
ern Kentucky where Colonel Lane 
was well known and much loved. His 
splendid life had touched many dur- 
ing hia life-long stay in Maysvllle and 
all who knew him and had come in 
contact with hlra arc grieved at the 
announcement of his death. 

Mr. Lane was born on June 18, 1R4(>. 
and was therefore In his 7!Hli year. 
DurluR his young manhood be was n 
voi'v rocklpss youth aiul many have 
heard liini toil of liow he bpoame sucl' 
a nroliibillon advocate. He said tha' 
tthpM Up was a yonnn man. lie an l 
several other younp niPii who had .lust 
a little too much Honor decided tha' 
they would go around to "niUy Sort- 
don's Mill" the nickname for the Third 
Street M. Br Church, and break un r 
temperance meeting. They went, but 
Instead of breaking up the meeting all 
of the young men were so impresse<' 
that they signed the pledge and slncf 
that time Mr. I.,ane has been an ardent 
supporter of Prohibition. Although p 
Pemocrat prior to that time, he nat 
since voted the Prohibition ticket ii 
all natidual elrclions, lieini; tiip oof.

No one has been found who can re 
member when "Ike" Lane was electei 
Superintendent of the Sunday Schoo 
of the Third Street chareh but it hai 
been between 36 and 40 years ago an(' 
he died In the harness. Although a 
very active member of all depart- 
ments of the church In his younsei 
days, he loved the Sunday School mop 
and was more active in that depart 
nient than in any other in recent 
years. 

It was line iif Ills rciiui'sls befor' 
death that his funeral lie held in ilr 
Third Street Church on Sunday an. 
that all of the members of the Suudn' 
School be given a prominent place at 
the service. He also requested tha 
the little tots of the school, who hr 
loved so dearly and -wliA IotM! hbn sr 
much, be furnished with eamatlons— 
his favorite flower, to be thrown intr 
his casket. 

Complete arrangements for his fun 
era! were made by him some time ncn 
It was his request that his friend. Rev

Mr. I^ne was first married on Jul'

of breeders — all Kentucky men — with 
a purpose ot putting Kentucky racing 
on a higher plane, it was announced 
Wednesday iilKht. 

Tlie announcement was made by 
Senator Thomas A. Combs, who has 
conilucted negotiations for weeks, fol- 
lowing the conclusion of the transac- 
tion by which the new management, 
headed by former United States Sena- 
tor Johnson N. Camden, of Versailles, 
becomes owner of the Latonia and 
Douglas Park tracks. 

The combination of breeders now 
holds options on the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation Churchill Downs at Lexington, 
and the Churchill Downs course at 
l>ouisvllle, which will be taken over 
In the near future, according to an aii- 
Ihenlicjited statement from nipiiiliers 
of the new managenient. 

The purchase of the Latonia and 
Douglas Park tracks was outright, 
and Includes the good will ot the for*- 
mer owners, the entire racing plante 
and equipment. 

The complete deal for the four 
tracks, considered the greatest step 
toward progress made In the modern 
history of racing in the home state of 
the thoroughbred. Involves virtually 
two million dollars.

RECORDS AS PAR- 
DONIIIGIiOVEIIIOI 

Stanley's Records of Pardons Fill Tel. 
ue HIse DJettooary aad teyi He^i 
Unashamed of SlieldBf . 

Frankfort, Ky., January 2St — Gov. 
Stanley is the best pardoner Ken- 
tucky has ever had. He admits as 
much, and seemingly glories In the 
distinction. 

In point of the number of crim- 
inals freed tlirougli tiiu exercise of 
executive clemency he even has it 
on Gov. John Young Brown, who, on 
one occasion, as a reason for lib- 
erating a man, wrote opposite the 
criminal's name on the pardon Jour- 
nal: "He waa my friend." 

Gov. Stanley has granted so many 
pardons, or commutations of sentence, 
that long ago he ceased to keep count 
of tile number. .Nobody In bis office 
knows, his secretary. Miss Minnie 
.Mahler, explaining today that It WOUld 
reiiuire a week to go through the 
Journal and find out. 

"It is tiie size of a dictionary," the 
Governor added. "Some ot my ene- 
mies broke into my offlce and tried 
to steal it on one occasion. I have 
not the slightest Idea aa to the num 
ber of names it contains." 

The Governor was careful In so6e 
respecte In exercising clemency. Vm 
instance, he pointed out today, that 
It was his impression that be had 
never granted a pardon to a liquor 
law violator. During tlio little over 
tiireo years thai he has been In of- 
fice he lias iiei'ii a wiirry observer of 
tlie iiiexoialjle approach of temper- 
ance, and has "watched his step" in 
tiiat connection. He has freed any 
number of men convicted of murder, 
however, and never batted an eye. 
Why should* he, the Governor assert- 
ed, after investigating each indi- 
vidual case and ascertaining that the 
trial Judge and Jury were wrong in 
their conclusions?

At last I hare a chance to thank you 
for your wry welcome letter, we 
have bMn on the move so much and 
writiM paper has been ao scarce 
Jeeping up with letter wrrtins has 
been a problem. It sure makes a lel- 
low feel good to nnd letters from 
back home awaiting liim wtien he is 
relieved on the front and sent back oi 
the lines for a rest. 1 don't think it 
could be called luck to gel back we 
were apared and after going through 
what we did we are certainly thank- 
ful. Our laSt time out we were under 
shell fire and rainy weather lor thir- 
ty days. In our aeotion there were 
only fifteen men out of slxty-flve who 
returned. When the Hun tide was 
turned on Auguat IBth during our ad- 
vance at Chateau Thierry 1 was sent 
to the hospital where I remained a 
month and returned to our outfit in 
time to take part in the big drive at 
St. Mlhlel in the Toul sector, here we 
scattered the Hun helter and skelter 
making him leave his ammunition and 
supplies behind. After being relieved 
here we were sent to the Verdun sec- 
tor to clear him out, which we did but 
here we met with natural detenaes in 
Us favor where he planted machine 
gun nests which hampered our rapid 
advances, hut slowly and surely we 
drove him back, but not without pay- 
ing the price with some poor mothor a 
sons. But our boya were brave and 
did their duty and went to their death 
with a brave heart 

I dont lilte to think of What I have 



gone through and will change the sub- 
ject to our history making march to 
tlu! Hlilne. 

When we were iiotilled that the ar- 
mistice was Hiniuid, everybody was 
happy ttiliiking that It wouldn't be 
long until we would be on our way 
back home. No suot^ luck (or the 
Third Division. The big generalrgot 
their heads together and decided that 
on account of our big part played In 
this war we should be in the big pa- 
i|ide to the Rhine, so here we are, but 
not yet at our Journey's end as we are 
advised we have to hike sixty more 
kilometers before we are through and 
we start early tomorrow morning with 
bright prospects for hiking at It is 
now nouring down rain, I am getting 
ahead' of my hike Story so I'll start at 
the beginning. 

We started out November 17th from 
Lolsy. France, where wo had been 
resting. Every town we marched 
tlirongh we were given a royal wel- 
come esneelnlly through the Loralne 
province. Here the people met us at 
the outskirts of their towns and 
marched In line with us cheering and 
waiving flags.. Some made our flags 
out of paper and pasted or pinned the 
stars on. Some had half a dosen stars 
while others a doten stars while oth- 
ers had more or less. Where we bil- 
leted for the night we were p\it in hnv 
barns but we were so tired any old 
place was good. At some places we 
wore given hot coffee when we wonld 
ask for water to till onr canteens. At 
one place wlii>re we billetod our quar- 
ters were so rrowded I asked throneh 
one of the hoys who could sneak 
French If I eoiild sloen on the floor 
in the house adjoining which I found 
to have a German family on one side 
and a French family on the other a 
long hall separating the families. The 
Oerman family took me in gave my 
friend and me hot eogee who flxed a 
bed for us. Later on two other boys 
came In and we placed a mattress on 
the floor for them. The next morning 
before we left our canteens were filled 
with hot coffee made out of masted 
I barley and when we offered pay none 
' would be accepted. The only way we 
' could pay WHS to leave some money on 
a shelf where it would be found after 
' we left w hich we did. 

We naturally lliouyhl we would be 
received in ('icrniany with u snub nose 
but we found out different the very 
; first time we billeted in a German 
town. The Luxenburg people were

very friendly and during our whole.' 
time in Hhineland province or state . 
they have been exceptionally good to 
us, In fact much more so tnan the | 
French have been when we were back i 
behind the lines. They don't want to 
charge us double the price for eats 
like the French. We dont talk war 
unless they start the subject. Four 
of us had some potato fritters made 
at one place and after supper we chat- 
ted awhile. One of our quartette 
could speak good German and wo j 
learned our man of the house worked 
In an ammunition plant at Coblenz 
since l!tl6. He told us al jiresent there 
was no German Koveruuient every- 
thing and everybody was in uproar 
and a revolution was sure to come 
shortly. 

The people were not being given 
their food allowance as they had been, 
during the last of the war simply be- 
cause there was no one to look after 
them. His family had not been given 
their sugar allowance for some time 
and that the returning soldiers took 
half of what food thev had. He smiled 
when he told us about word being 
nassed among the towns that when 
the .\nierleinis came they jilundered 
and stole. We told him what we would 
got if we stole anytliinu 

Kinnia I have traveled quite a bit 
through the Slates and have seen 
some pretty scenery hut nothing can 
compare to what 1 have seen the Uat 
few days marching. This town is laid 
out In a deep valley with only one 
Ftreet and just room enouirh on each 
side for the houses, you can look out 
of your window and see the mountain 
sides right at you litterally covered 
with vineyards. Old castles dot the 
scenery here and there and every en- 
trance to the town Is through an over- 
hanging stone gate. One house had 
the date of IS.'iO. Several are covered 
entirely with slate, the kind we use 
for rooflng. The nnproaeh tn the town 
Is ilown a winding mountain road all 
of which can he seen at several pidnts 
1 saw our whole regiment and nart of 
another regiment at one ;ii.int whici' 
sure looked pretty. The returnin" 
norman soldiers who lived In thlF 
town fell out of ranks and went f 
their homes instead of gotn^ on wi'h 
their army to help keep order. 1 wish 
I could send you a little souvenir of 
this place but on account of so much 
other mall matter souvenirs are not 
allowed unless something tn the post 
c.nrd line. 

The Ulilne river at this urdnt is not 
near as larire as the Ohio but there 
are small river boats plviu'; It. I am 
fold that for some distance from Its 
mouth that ocean steamers travel it 
Everybody was anxious to see the 
Rhine the nleht wo arrived and earlv 
the next morning the bank v as erowd- 
ed with soldiers washing their faces 
and hands. I'm running out of paner 
BO will have to close with beat wiahes 
to yourself and all my old school 
chums.

Murray, Ky., January 2!i— FolIowinR 
a stormy seaslon In county conn iipro 
today, which resulted In Hk; abaess- 
mont of a fine of |luu and costs 
against the Rev. Bojce Taylor for con- 
ducting services In the Murray Bap- 
tist church last Sunday In violation 
of Board of Health orders, the Inde- 
/atlglble parson was still unconvinced, 
and tonight he carried out his threat 
made at the courthouse today that 
there would be 'prayer meeting as 
' Mual" tonight There was a falr- 
■Isetf crowd In attendance, too. 

The authorltln were on hand, tools 
the name of every person in attend- 
ance and declared that there would 
he a warrant Issued for every one of 
them tomorrow. 

In his trial today Taylor refused to 
have a lawyer, but haranguoil the 
cojrt for 45 minutes, decluriiH; that 
thj law had no rit;lit to close the doors 
of a church, as he held that tlie church 
took precedence over the law. 

He Insisted that, in spite of the finS 
and the order of the court, he would 
continue to hold services, and that the 
usual Wednesday night prayer meet- 
ing would take place, as well as the 
services next Sunday. 

Taylor was warned by County At- 
torney Hays that he would be arrest- 
ed again If he continued to defy the 
law and that warrants would be 
sworn out for every person who at- 
tended the services while the influ- 
enza ban is on.
